[Six adults arrested 


to minors

Graduation and prom are right around the corner 
and officers with the Belle Glade Police 
Department are taking a hard look at drinking by 
minors...and the adults who are providing the alco- 
hol. 

Last Thursday evening, police and the Division of 
Alcohol, Tobacco, and Fire Arms conducted a joint 
operation into the illegal sales of alcohol and tobac- 
co to minors. They had received complaints from 
parents and anonymous tipsters that adults were 
selling beer to underage drinkers. 

They arrested five adults for either selling or giv- 
ing alcohol to ‘minors...one as young as 14. Lt. 
Albert Dowdell says police officers will be cracking 
down on the illegal sale of alcohol to minors, with 
the goal of keeping these kids from drinking and 
driving during graduation time, and possibly sav- 
ing lives by making arrests, 

“We have to do what we can to save these chil- 
dren,” said Lt. Dowdell. “We're going to stop this as 
much as we ean by being diligent and arresting 
anyone caught selling alcohol to minors.” 

Lt, Dowdell said he watched Thursday as an 
adult entered a Belle Glade store, purchased beer 
and then took it outside to the 14-year-old boy. The 
minor then paid for the beer with food stamps. Both 
were arrested. 

Those arrested included: Maria Rodriguez, 33; 
Louletione Bonette, 40; Himilate Patel, 33; 
Gwendolyn Knowles, 50; Barbara Smith, 31; and 
the 14-year old was charged with possession of alco- 
hol by a minor.

For some 
years now, it's been great sport 
to bash the unassuming postal 
worker. We are maligned in the 
press, and we are the butt of 
jokes by the four L'S: Leno, Let- 
terman (no pun intended), Lid- 
dy, and Limbaugh. *Going 
Postal" has entered the lexi- 
con, and Mr. Liddy's daily ref- 
erence to "snail mail" has 
grown tifesome. 

- Just who is this miscreant 
known familiarly as a postal 
worker? Well, many of us are 
teachers outside the classroom. 
We're Pee Wee and Little 
League coaches. We're also 
writers and artists, pilots and 
volunteer firemen, dancers and 
jazz musicians, guitarists and 
pianists, choir members and 
ministers. We're your brothers: 
and sisters, mothers and 
fathers, grandmothers and

door neighbor. Let’s take a look 
at what “Going Postal” means 
to a letter carrier, commonly 
referred to as your mailman. 

It’s starting while many of 
you are still in bed.

It's 
walking five or six hours deliv- 
ering those letters, in weather 
ranging from a 50 degrees 
below zero wind chill to a heat 
index over one hundred 
degrees. 

“Going Postal" is delivering 
cards written by a child's hand, 
addressed only to Grandma 
Smith on Parnell Avenue or, a 
letter with a shaking hand, 
addressed only to: Mabel in the 
yellow and white house on St. 
Joe Boulevard. And, believe it 
or not, many times those let- 
ters get there! 

It's delivering Social Security 
checks to anxiously awaiting 
recipients, welfare checks to 
those unable or unwilling to 
work, and disability checks to 


the unfortunate. Many are. 


delivered, door-to-door, in 
areas that you choose to avoid 
as "unsafe". 

“Going Postal" is helping a 
lost motorist, pedestrians, chil- 
dren, and pets, find their way 
again. It's receiving stitches 


every year or so from Fido. 
Perhaps yours. You know, the 
one ‘who wouldn't hurt a flea.’ 
Then returning, with tepidity, 
the next day to deliver yous’ 
mail again. It’s saving lives 
each year, by rescuing patrons 
from burning homes and help- 
ing the elderly who have 
become so ill they cannot reach 
the phone. It's kind words to 
people who have been forgot- 
ten by their families.

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Colors of the Sky 


By Mike Lyons 

It can happen only at night, 
only during a full moon and 
only if the weather conditions 
are perfect. It's a very rare 
sight and chances are you've 
never seen it. It is a rainbow 
at night. 

How can a rainbow develop 
in the dark? It’s done with the 
light of the moon. That is why 
we call it a moonbow. A moon- 
bow is created the same way as 
a rainbow. The ingredients 
include rain and the light of 
the moon. 

A rainbow forms when rain- 
drops reflect the sunlight. As 
light enters the raindrop the 
sun produces a spectrum of col- 
ors. The outside rim of:the bow 
begins with reddish tones 
blending through: parallel 
bands of yellow, green and 
blue to the inside of the rain- 
bow. 

Itisa NIRE sight that 
we see quite often in Florida 
because of our abundant sun- 
shine and frequent showers. 
The same thing happens 
when moonbow forms except 
that instead of sunlight the 
rainbow is made from the 
moonlight. Moonbows are not 
that pretty, however. In fact, 
most moonbows are gray. 

The colors are still there, we 
just can't see them. When it is 
dark our eyes lack the sensitiv- 
ity to see colors vividly. The 
colors we do see well at night, 
are black, white and shades of. 


‘The West 


gray. So a moonbow appears 
gray. However some eagle-eyed 
people have reported seeing 
faint colors in a moonbow. 

That is assuming, of course, 
that you will ever see a moon- 
bow. It is rare. In his study. of 
weather called “Meteorologica”, 
Aristotle was the first to con- 
firm the existence of moon- 
bows. 

Aristotle wrote “the rainbow 
occurs by day, and also by. 
night, when it is due to the 
moon.” He went on to write 
that a moonbow. can only form 
“upon a single day of the 
month, the day of the full 
moon. For it is on that day'that 
the phenomenon must occur if 
it is to occur at all, and occur 
then only at the moon's rising 
or setting.” 

That explains why a moon- 
bow is so infrequent. You need 
a full moon, rising or setting, a 
shower in just the right place

As we enter Florida's rainy 
season this month, your 
chances of seeing a moonbow 
will increase. The best time:to 
try is early in the morning just 
before sunrise. Showers often 
develop in the ocean during 
this period. Remember, you 
need a full moon setting in the 
western sky to make it work. 

More common is something 
called a dewbow. These are 
completely circular rainbows 
that form on your front lawn 
containing heavy dew. You 
may have also seen a circular 
rainbow from an airplane. 
Occasionally, brilliant rain- 
bows form in a perfect circle 
along the tops of clouds. 

Another type of rainbow to 
watch out for is called a fog- 
bow. These are colorless bows 
that form on the face of a 
dense bank of clouds. There is 
no color in a fogbow because 
the water droplets are tiny, 
usually less than 1/500 of an 
inch. The colors all mérge until 
only white is visible. One per- 
son who saw a fogbow said it 
was like seeing the ghost of a 
rainbow. 

Isn't it amazing what a bit of 
water and a shaft of light can 
create?
